193v-196v, 
the Athanasian Creed; on ff. 196v-198v, the Kyrie Eleison and litany including Cornelius (5th of 11 martyrs), 
Rumoldus (also as Rumboldus; 8th of 11 martyrs), Denis and companions (9th of 11 martyrs); Willibrord (10th of 13 
confessors), Gummarus (11th of 13 confessors), Remigius (12th of 13 confessors), Bavo (13th of 13 confessors); 
Amelberga (9th of 14 virgins), Gertrude (10th of 14 virgins), Walburga (11th of 14 virgins), Fides, Spes and Caritas

with the concluding prayer, "Libera nos domine." 
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
